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INSTITUTE TO DEVELOP MANAGEMENT TECHNIQUES 

A newly established GW Institute for Management Science and Engineering will 
define and develop new management techniques necessary to keep pace with expanding 
technology. 

Closely related to academic programs in operations research (Engineering 
Administration Department) and computing sciences and engineering (Electrical 
Engineering Department), the Institute will: 

—Work closely with GW's Program of Policy Studies in Science and Technology 
in the application of developing technologies to social problem areas, under a 
NASA grant. 

—Seek other funded projects concerned with applying new technologies to 
contemporary problems. 

—Establish a program in logistics and related areas, drawing upon appropriate 
educational and research elements of GW's Logistics Research Project, which has gone 
out of existence. (Resource allocation problems in both civil affairs and national 
defense will be studied under this program, which has support from the Office of 
Naval Research.) 

—Create a multidisciplinary environment for "innovative graduate teaching and 
increased opportunities for research and public service," (drawing upon GW faculty 
members in mathematics, economics, statistics, systems analysis, and computer science 
as well as "distinguised visitors" from private industry and other universities). 

It is the only Institute of its kind in the Washington area. 
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W.H. Harlow has been appointed director of the Institute and professor of 
applied science in the Department of Engineering Administration. A specialist in 
operations research and management science, he has been principal investigator for 
GW's Logistics Research Project and professorial lecturer in mathematics. 

Funded projects in operations research and management science—the principal, 
academic field in which the Institute will be involved—will make possible the 
appointment of about nine new faculty members and some 13 doctoral candidates as 
research assistants, primarily in the Department of Engineering Administration and 
Electrical Engineering in the School of Engineering and Applied Science. 

In the teaching and research functions of the Institute, there is expected to 
be "full-time interaction 1 ' among students, faculty, and staff. 

The Institute will disseminate its results through seminars, colloquia, and 
conferences. Special series of monographs are also planned. None of the research 
will be classified. 
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NEW GW PROGRAM WILL STRENGTHEN 
ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE 

Persons involved in the evaluation of evidence and its introduction 
into courts of law will be able to extend and broaden their scientific and 
legal knowledge through a new master's degree program at the George 
Washington University. 

The program leads to a Master of Science degree in Forensic Science. 
Forensic Science is concerned basically with the application of scientific 
disciplines to the administration of Justice. The GW program is inter¬ 
disciplinary, with emphasis on science and law. It will be offered in the 
University's Graduate School of Arts and Sciences for the first time beginning 
this fall semester. 

Dean Arthur E. Burns, of the Graduate School, said, "Scientific 
advances and developments in the admissability of evidence, particularly 
within the past five years, have made it increasingly evident that an 
academic program in forensic science is needed." It is an innovative 
program, the first of its kind to be offered in the Washington area, and 
substantially different from any other program in the country. 

A bachelor's degree in the biological, engineering, or physical sciences, 
mathematics or the equivalent, is required for admission. 
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Thirty-six semester hours of graduate level courses are needed for the 
master's degree. Of these, twelve hours are required in science including an 
interdisciplinary science course, eight hours in law, and three hours in data 
processing. 

Required science courses include Law Enforcement I (serelogy, microscopy, 
and mineralogy) and Law Enforcement II (metallurgy and instrumental analysis). 
Required law courses include Contemporary Crimes and Criminality (new). The 
Police and the Community (new); either The Scientist as an Expert Witness (new) 
or Advanced Evidence (new) and either Advanced Criminal Procedure or Administra¬ 
tion of Criminal Justice.

PLANNING-PROGRAMMING-BUDGETING REPORT 
AVAILABLE FOR STATE AND LOCAL GOVERNMENTS 

The feasibility of applying techniques of planning-programming-budgeting 
systems, as originally developed in federal agencies, to state and local governments 
is the subject of a report issued today by the State-Local Finances Project of the 
George Washington University. The project was funded by a grant to the University 
from the Ford Foundation. 

The report, entitled Implementing PPB in State, City and County , was authored 
by Dr. Selma J. Mushkin, Director of the State-Local Finances Project. Dr. Frank 
Bane, first Chairman of the Advisory Commission on Inter-Governmental Relations, 
served as Chairman of the Project. Co-authors of the report are Harry P. Hatry, 
Deputy Director, John F. Cotton, Robert T. Richards, John Surmeier, and Frank H. 

Trinkl. 

Five states, five counties, and five cities participated in the experiment whic 
was known as the 5-5-5 Project. In a review and analysis of the Project, Dr. Mushki: 
summarizes the results of the experiment and suggests how state and local government: 
might utilize PPB systems. "Governments wishing to implement PPB should expect to 
invest considerable time and effort before significantly useful products can be 
achieved," Dr. Mushkin writes. "Best informed staff work in support of decisions 
can be seen even after a short period," she added. 

Continuing PPB into a second year are 14 of the 15 governments. Dr. Mushkin 
notes that requests for funding from Housing and Urban Development originated with 
the local governments. HUD agreed to fund city and county governments up to about 
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$30,000 each last year on the basis that each jurisdiction would match funds with 
HUD's original grant in a second year's PPB effort. 

Dr. Mushkin lists among the accomplishments during the past year of most of the 
15 governments in the Project: the beginnings of establishing machinery to consider 
governmental activities in relation to public service objectives; budding recognition 
of the need to consider future implications beyond the budget years as part of the 
budgeting project, the start of provision for systematic analysis of alternative ways 
to achieve governmental objectives, the commencement of institutionalization of basic 
PPB systems, whether or not they are called by this name; and an indication of strong 
interest in spreading the principles of PPB widely throughout the government as shown 
by the large scale training efforts started in the last few months of the Project. 

The state governments participating in the Project were those of Michigem. New 
York, Vermont, California, and Wisconsin. The five county governments were Dade in 
Florida, Nashville-Davidson in Tennessee; Los Angeles in California, Wayne in Michigar 
and Nassau in New York. The five city governments were Dayton, Ohio; Denver, Coloradc 
Detroit, Michigan, New Haven, Connecticut; and San Diego, California. 

The national organizations of state and local governments which participated are 
the Council of State Governments, the International City Managers Association, the 
National Association of Counties, the National Governors' Conference, the National 
League of Cities, and the United States Conference of Mayors.
